pelled to take seats in the gallery where it is impossible 
for them to hear or understand whatever may be nn- 
Aounced from time to tune by the Chair. 
He did not 
suppose it possible, that any measure could be devised, 
for reducing the representation to a reasonable number, 
which would not operate unfavorably some w here; but, 
by the best calculations he had been able to make, tlie 
greatest benefit to the greatest num ber would be pro­ 
duced by the proposed amendment. 
He estimated that 
280 would bo the lowest number ever returned, under 
the amendm ent, 410 the highest, if every town should 
exercise to the fullest extent its rights. 
Mr Bri"ham , of Boston, proposed to ofier an am end­ 
ment to °th e Bill, but the Speaker decided that it 
would not be in order, as tlie question was whether the 
House would re pass the Bill referred to it by the last 
Session. 
Mr Brigham then went into a series ol calcu­ 
lations. to illustrate, as he contended, the unequal op­ 
eration of the Bill, 
lie argued that it was not bused 
either on principle or precedent; that it was based on 
rateable polls, instead of population ; that the legisla­ 
ture possessed the power of declaring, Irom time to 
tim e, vvhat should constitute rateable polls, and there­ 
by change the whole basis of representation without 
any formal amendm ent of the Constitution ; that it 
provided no representation for new towns tnat may 
lie incorporated ; that the amendm ent did «*>t provut* 
for its own preservation ; that it must cease to exist in 
20 years ; that it had the mark of death upon the very 
face of it; that in 30 years the House would be still 
more numerous, by the effect ot the proposed plan, 
than it is at present ; that it will give the House a fluc- 
tu iting character, varying from 287 up to 574 in limes 
of high political excitement ; that it will pepetunte the 
very evil it is proposed to remedy. 
Mr B. held, that 
it was better to do nothing, than to do that which must 
be speedily undone. 
Mr 
Stowell, of Peru, was opposed to the amend­ 
m ent, chiefly because it would on some years deprive 
the smaller towns of a voice in the Legislature, 
lie 
wus of opinion, that if the amendm ent were adopted, 
.t would in a short time be necessary to make still ano­ 
ther am endm ent; and when it again became necessary 
to lake a slice from som ewhere, how w ere the small 
towns, already shorn of their strength, to defend them­ 
selves against further diminution ol their representation, 
lie hoped an amendm ent would be adopted more con­ 
sonant to equal rights, and that the sacrifice would not 
be made to full entirely 011 the smaller tuwns.
